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REPORT OF THE GAFNEY LIBRARY 
For the Year 1965 


The Gafney Library has completed its 40th year 
of service to the community and continues to be, for 
its size and the area it serves, one of the finest libraries 
in the State. 


During the past year the total circulation was 
8007 books. “Adult Fiction” comprised 3163 of these, 
1374 were classified as “Adult Non-Fiction” and the 
remaining 3470 as “miscellaneous books for children 
and young people.” 


A much appreciated library service is also provid- 
ed to the County Home at Ossipee. This service is 
rendered on a bi-weekly basis, thus insuring a fresh 
supply of books at reasonable intervals. - 


A close working relationship with the State 
Library Staff at Concord has enabled us to add valu- 
able reference books to our collection and to institute 
improved operational practices. 


During the year the Board of Directors has lost 
the services of Mr. Walter Mohr and Mrs. Adelaide 
Hughes, both of whom have served the library faith- 
fully and well for a number of years. Mr. Mohr is 
planning to take up residence in the New York area 
and Mrs. Hughes found it necessary to resign because 
of the pressure of other duties. The Library extends 
sincere thanks to both for their dedicated service. 


The Board of Directors for the Year 1966 is as 
follows: Mr. Alfred Humphries, Mr. Arthur Burleigh, 
Mr. Alden Young, Mrs. Albert Wiggin, Mr. Horace 
Richter and Mr. Sam Paul. Mr. Paul serves on _ the 
Board as the Town of Wakefield’s elected representa- 
tive. 
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A committee handling the selection and purchase 
of new books convenes once a month and includes the 
following members: Mrs. Ruth Clifford, Librarian; 
Mrs. Albert Wiggin, Gafney Library Director; Mr. 
Everton Parkinson, Supt. of Schools; Mrs. Mildred 
Turner, former Librarian; and Mrs. Lauriel Soucy. 
They are assisted by Mrs. Hazel MacBrien in the 
selection of children’s books. 


During the past year 285 new books were pur- 
chased. Also received were gifts from 28 donors, 
totaling 393 books, and the year closed with the 
library’s book inventory standing at 5395 books.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


Most of us who live in New Hampshire and the 
thousands of vacationists that visit us every year 
love the State for the varigated woodlands that en- 
circle our clean lakes and clothe the hills and moun 
tains. Most of us appreciate these values, but still 
there were enough careless people among us to cause 
over 880 grass and woodland fires to start in 1965. 
True this was a much dryer than normal year but 
this should have meant the use of extra care. For- 
tunately the fire fighting forces have held the line 
against such careless acts. It is up to each one of 
us to be ever mindful that a spark or flame is a po- 
tential fire. 


WE MUST ALL BE CAREFUL: 


1. To teach our children the danger in lighting 
matches. 


2. To never discard lighted smoking material 
from a car or while walking through fields or woods. 


3. To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the 
town dump. If you must burn rubbish or brush: 


(a) Always get a permit to burn from the warden. 
(b) Start your fire late in the day after 5:00 PM. 
(c) If burning a field or brush have equipment 
and adequate help on hand. The heat from your fire 


creates its own draft to spread fire. 


Our carelessness with fire is costing our State
